NOVICE/TECHNICIAN QUESTION POOLS REVISED 


The VEC’S QUESTION POOL COMMITTEE (QPC) 
has completed work on a newly revised 
Element 2 and 3(a) Question Pool. These tow 
elements make up the sole requirement for the 
Codeless Technician examination. An ASCII text 
computer disk with the new questions, multiple 
choices and answers identified has been 
forwarded to all known license preparation 
publishers and VEC's, License preparation 
publishers are being asked to have their new 
study material on the shelves in the publishing 
marketplace on May 1, 1893, VEC’s must begin 
using the new questions in all Elements 
2/Novice and 3(a) Technician examinations 
administered after July 1, 1993. This will allow 
a 60 day period between the availability of 
study material and use of the new questions in 


examinations, The new pools have 
approximately 10% less questions than the 
current and new question pools. A new 


five-character question numbering system has 
been used beginning with the revision of the 
Novice / Technician question pools. It will 
completely replace the old numbering system 
as the Question Pool committee revises the 
Pools. Every question designator will be five 
characters in length Hyphens between 
characters will not be used. The first 
character indicates the class of the question 
pool N=Novice, T=Technician, G=General, 
A=Advanced, E=Extra, The second character is 
the sub-element number (1 thru 9) of the 
question test pool per 97.503(c), The third 
character is always a letter of the alphabet 
and refers to the general topic of the question, 


Aas soecified in the sylabus. There are aiwavs 
as many topics wihn a subelement as there 
are required questions H Part 97.503([c) 
requires an examination to havs four question 
from one subelement. then there will be four 
sylabus topics within the subelement, and the 
letters A,B,C, and D will be used as the third 
character for those questions. The fourth and 
fifth characters are question numbers within 
the syllabus topic. Two characters are always 
used, even if the numbers that are normally a 
single digit { zero is used as the “tens” digit for 
the numbers i thru SL There are no fewer 
than ten questions within each topic, lf | haven't 
confused you by now here is an example to 
help clear things up. Example: N4C05 N: Novice 
Question Pool 4: Subelement A Amateur Radio 
Practices C: Syllabus Topic 3. SWR meaning and 
measurements OS: Fifth question within this 
topic The wording of the Novice and TEchnician 
questions were simplified so as to be on a 
Junior High and High School level. The wording 
on EVERY question was changed or revised in 
some form. The two new pools have been 


incorporated into an Element 2 and 3(a) 
Questions Fool Booklet which contains the 
syllabus and all (644) Novice and Technician 


questions, multiple choices and answers. The 
booklet is now available from: Wl Group Inc. 
P.O, Box 565101, Dallas, TX 75356-5105 and 
are available at the cost of $2.50 each plus 
$1.00 shipping charges, Both the new Novice / 
Technician Question pool booklet and ASCII disk 
shipped together would be $5.00 Post Paid. 
Please send then a money order to speed 
things up. The General and Advanced Test 
Pools are to be revamped in July of 1994 so if 
you are planning on upgrading from Tech to 
General or General to Advanced you might 
Want to do it before July of 1994, As for the 
Novices and would - be Techs, if you plan on 
upgrading you might want to try and d it 
before July of this year before the Test Pool 
Questions change.
